Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The primary reason for tine allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the 
following limitation in claims 1, 7 and 13 which in not found in prior art references: 

adjusting a slot-to-user ratio of each access point until said ratios substantially 
equal a maximum, lower bound of all of the slot-to-user ratios in combination with other 
limitations set forth in the respective claims.
